The plan may be said to be 
dur really to Mr ‘Rubery, formerly Deputy 
Commissioner of Customs at thin port, 
About five ‘years ago, soon after his 
appointment to Hankow, with characteristic 
energy he set about raising money for the 
Yepair of the street leading from the Con- 
cession t¢ the Chstom House. _ This street, . 
which is much frequented both by Chinese 
and_ also. by foreigners, was previously— 
like any ordinary--Chineso street—in 9 very 
bad state of repair; the pavement was 
irregular and the. drainage ‘bad, whilo 
during the summer the street.was liable 
to be altogether submerged, if the river 
rose at all unusually high. Mr Rubery’s 
plan for improving the strect involved 
not only the entire repaving of it with 
large. curb stones (placed  length-ways 
across the “breadth of the strect, but also 
the raising of the level of the strect, and 
the construction of a guod drain down the 
centre of it, The alterations were success- 
fully carried out, and at length they seem 
to be bearing fruit in inducing the native 
authorities to .make similar alterations 
elsewhere. The-work which is being now 
done differs ‘from that which was carried 
out under. Mr Rubery’s superintendence. 
in that itis being very much better done 
—the stones inthe streets which are now 
being repaved: being very much better laid 
than they were in that in which the experi- 
ment was first tried: When completed the 
work will extend over-a_distance of more 
than two miles, but at present not more 
than half the work has been done. Hence- 
forth in Wet . weather. the principal streets.
